printed on the labels.

pKirality of identification labels are made of polyester. 

26. (Original) The article of manufacture of claim 19 wherein the container is an 
electro-static discharge bag.

a component container^ and 

first and second labels removably affixed to the component container, 
each label having printed thereon as a uniqug Media Access Control (MAC) 
^^•^ber thatimiquoly identifies associated with a network interface card inside the 
component container, the MAC number being electronically stored in the network 
Interface card, mid the MAC number being read from the network interface card 
and printed on the labels. 

28. (Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 27 wherein the first 
label can be removed from the component container and attached to a device in 
which the network interface card is installed. 

29. (Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 28 wherein the second 
label can be removed from the component container and attached to a package in 
which the device is shipped.

a base label having a designated area thereon to receive a plurality of 
identification labels; and 

first and second identification labels removably attached to the designated 
area of the base label, each identification label having printed thereon a unique 
Media Access Control (MAC) number that uniqu e ly identifioQ associated with a 
network interface card inside a component container to which the base label can 
be atliiched, the MAC number being electronically stored in the network interface 
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card, and tlie MAC number being read from the network interface card and 
printed on the identification labels. 

34. {Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 33 wherein the first 
label can be removed from the component container and attached to a device in 
which the network interface card is installed. 

35. {Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 34 wherein the second 
label can be removed from the component container and attached to a package in 
which the device is shipped. 

36. (Previously Presented) The article of manufacture of claim 33 wherein the MAC 
number is printed on the plurality of identification labels as a bar code. 

37. (Previously Presented) Hie article of manufacture of claim 33 wheiidn the base 
label and the plurality of identification labels are made of polyester. 

38. (Previously Presented) The article of manufecture of claim 38 whcrcm the 
container is an electro-static discharge bag. 
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
